MR. GILL'S IDEA. 


'Mr. Gill, the originator of the plan, 


looks at a school in an American ton n 
as a community of joung people asso- 
ciated with one another and with their 
teachers for purposes having to do with 
their right training and development. 
He proposes that for certain purposes 
the school shall organize itself volun- 
tarily on self-governing principles/ 
taking as the foim of its organization! 
a model provided by the larger govern- 
ment oi the city or town in which the 
school Is situated. It is not necessary 
that t'le school organization/ should 
conforiA in all details to th/municipal 
covemiient, for evident!/ it would 
not reqluire so many or/so diverse de- 
partments. But it is/plain that the 
main (Wlines of a/city government 
<ould readily enoiufh be adopted. The 
most obvious thrtig at the starting 
jiomt is the hpj<ling of elections. Thus 
the whole school may choose one of the 
older and inore experienced hoys for, 
mayor, ana in doing so it may follow 
the electoral mechanism in a general 
way that is provided for the election of 
ihc.juayor of the city.

SAVINGS BANK TAX 


Which, Has Been Committed to the 


State Treasurer for .Collection by 


the State Aageioors. 


The savings bank tax for the six 


months ending October 29, has been 
committed to the State treasurer for 
collection by the State assessors. This 
tax does not show so large a gain as 
the officials had looked for on several 
accounts. The amount to be collected 
by tbe State treasurer is $204,16330, 
while the tax for the previous six 
months was $198,574.83.

This does not show as some might 


infer that the associations are not do- 
ing good business. An association may 
be on a paying basis and doing a very 
large business, but pay no tax, for un- 
der the laws the tax Is assessed only 
on the amount of the monthly capital 
dues paid in by the shareholders, over 
the amount of withdrawals, fines, in- 
terest and premiums. These latter are 
so large that there Is seldom anything 
left to assess upon, and this accounts 
for the small tax.

- naldo against American 
authority: 


Killed or fatally wounded, one com- 
missioned officer and 18 enlisted men; 
wounded but not fatally, 11 officers and 
97 enlisted men. 
" From Feb. 4 to Aug. 31, 1899, the 
date of "Gen. Otis' report: Ki'led or 
died of wounds received in battle, 19 
officers and 342 enlisted men; wounded, 
87 officers and 1325 enlisted men. The 
majority of the wounded had recovered 
at the date of the report.

SHELLING LADYSMITH. 


London, Dec. 6. A budget of news

They wil make up a box of 50 
books and send one, Saturday, to

are returned, while others are sent 
out 
It is similar to our traveling li- 


brary plan. 


The letjter from the friend in Cleve- 


said that In the immense bard- 


ware factory in which he is the gen- 
eral manager, the book-keeper acts as 
the librarian. The workmen will Indi- 
cate whit they want, and this man 
sends to] the library and has all the 
books sept to him, after which he dis- 
tributes them. This gets reading mat- 
ter to tne employes where otherwise 
it would!not in most cases be obtain- 
ed. It is found that the plan works 
remarkably well.

other plan that is operating satisfacto- 
rily in the establishment. They have 
a restaurant where food can be obtain- 
ed by tbe morkmen at cost A pint of 
coffee will cost one cent, a piece of pie 
three cents, and other (things In propor- 
tion.
